Unification ol' British North America* 



It is loss than five years einco the 
Provinces of Ontario, Quebec, Nova 
Scotia and Now Brunswick wore con» 
Etitutod iho Dominion of Canada , form- 
ing tho nuclons ot what more ardont 
minds, peering through tho vista of 
futurity, regard as tho Creator Britain 
ot Ameiicn: Three years later tho oeie- 
moDy of ^unblankoting tho North. West 
took placo, and tho interesting littlo 
Provinoo of Manitoba took its rank as 
a part of tho Dominion. A year later 
still, nnd British Columbia was placed in 
position as the key-stone of tbo new 
British Empiro. Still a year later and 
Princo Edward Island, reposing liko 
an infant in tho lap of Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick, has caBt in her lot 
■with tho other Provinces, Thus with- 
in tho very first Parliamentray term 
hai tho unification of tho whole of 
British .North Amerioa been completed, 
»-a consummation that tho mostsanguino 
of Canadian statesmen could soarcoly 
have nnttoipated. Did wo say, all 
British North America ? Notquito all j 
or;Newioundland still stands out ; But 
of'horpeople it my be said, in tho worda 
ci tho nursery rhyme, 

"Let lliem alone, 

Tho'll Boon cnnii J homo 

And brings lliulr laila bcbiuil theiu." 

This is, indeed, an achievement of 
which Sir John A. Macdouald and hie 
colloagaes may well feel proud, No 
higher compliment could bo paid to 
their administration than is to bo found 
in the lnct that in three yoarg throe 
Provinces have knocked at the door of 
Confederation and asked for admission, 
The Qriis of Ontario and the malcon- 
tents of Nova Scotia bavo wasted tons 
of paper and expended rivers of ink in 
etdoavouring to convince others that 
thoso now entrusted with tho affairs 
of the Dominion nro not men forthe oc- 
casion and the work. But 'actions speak 
louder than words,' and in tho simplo 
ciroumstsnco to wuioh wo havojust 
adverted will bo found an answer, and 
more than an answer, to all the vilru- 
perativo abiuo so unsparingly heaped 
upon tbeso great ar.d successful nation — 
makers by a venal and unpatriolicOp- 
poBitlon A general election is at hand • 
and the present Government and their 
iupporters aro about to be called npon 
to render an acoount of their steward- 
ship. They will havo no need to bo 
ashamed ot their reoord, Nay, tboy 
can point to it with pride and confi- 
dence — confidence in tho approving 
vordict of enlightened public opinion. 
It would, indeed^ be strange if public 
opinion did not endorse and sustain an 
Administration which has in five years 
iounded on Empire washed by thro 
oceans. But tbe work is not complete. 
The Empire is hore ; but Avhero aro tho 
peoplo ? Tho rneroactof stretching tho 
Dominion across tho ontineut would 
pososs littlo practical valuo if tho work 
were to end here. Ii must bo followed 
ap by a great national seheme for trans- 
eatirg tho surplus populaticn of the Old 
Empire into tiiesiill waiting and, forthe 
most part, waste acres of the cow. 
Without population it must remain a 
mereEmpire onpaper — a [taper Ernpiro 
which an enemy may tear in pieces. A 
Colonization sebotno of such huge pro- 
portions will demand tho utmost ener- 
gies of Canada's host men. But it will 
do more; It will reqmro tbo hearty 
co-operation of the parent nation, And, 
Birange to Joy, the duty ol educating the 
imperial mind up to this her groat op- 
portuni'y is likely, to devolve on (Jmridu 
Motherland appears to bo (inexplicably 
obture iu regard to tier true duty and 
interostB in this matter. She is amaz- 
ingly slow to realize tbo truo valuo of 
her Colonial Possesions-. Some ftnper- 
ial idiots bavo oven suygostod throwing 
off tbo Colonies us expensive and use- 
less encumberanccs ! Somo years ago; 
'fcsam Stick' said, 

"Oh, Squire," said he: 'If John Bui 1 , only 
knew the valy of theee Colqniis, he would 
be a grout man, I tell you; but bodon't. You 
can't uiaito an uccout t of 'om in dollars ami 
cents, the cost ona 6ide, and the profit on I' 
other aod strike tbo balance ot 'tho tottle ol 
the hull 1 as that are cittei Uume oal'a it. Yon 
oaD't put into fi^urts a nutnery for Boaruen; 
u resuuroe for timber, if tho liuliio in shut 
again' you, or apopulntion of brave and loyal 
people, a (;towit)' and mite market, on outkt 
lor emigration, tbe tirel IVicry in the world, 
iboir politicul and reUtiva impoitince, tho 
pov. or t'.ioy would givo a rival, condiiion a 
lriend into a (op, or a customer into a rival, 
and a chop lull of goods tnd no Halo lor 'em 
— Figures aro the rapiesenUtivea of numbers 
not tbiqge, Molei worth may talk and Hume

Tho following laconic telegram from Mr. 
DeCosmoH, dated Ottawa, April 2Gth, was 
recoived in th s city on Sunday :— " Fifty 
million acres ol lam!, and ihirly million dol- 
lars, aro t he oubsidies lor tho Railway, De- 
Cosmos, Powell, Hobeit'on, Walkem, Drako 
Kuymur, Wallaoe, Thompson, ate names in 
combination for railway petition for charter." 
Tbe following telegram, dated Oitawu, April

T be gentlemen 
whose names are given in the former t^le- 
giom, hava combined *iib tbe party repre- 
sented by Sir Hu>>b Allan for tha purpose of 
applying for a obaitar to build taa road. To 
go beyond these cbvioos conclusions with 
the present information at our disposal 
would bo to indulge in useless speculation. 
Many reasons will suggest lhonnelve» to the 
ceodei's reflection why it would be desirable 
to havo a certain number of British Colum- 
bians included in tho liet, and wa can only 
hopo that the use of those names will 
holp tho mooauro through Parliament.' To 
iho»e skef t eal individual who have fonnd it 
difficult to believe that tho Canadian Paeifio 
Railway oonld ever emerge from the land of 
Utopia, the evolution of recent events must 
be perplexing, if not re-assuring. In the 
minds ol thoso who have always believed in 
the westward course of Empire these events 
can excite no surprise.

Who Is He t 

Siooe the onoounoement of Ibe early re- 
tirement of the present Governor General of 
Canada, and the appointment of Lord Dufferin 
to that impoitant position, one frequently 
hears the question asked, "Who is Lord 
Dufferin f" It may be intneaiiag to atato, 
briefly, that the euc»es?or to Lord.Liigar i» 
Frederick Temple Hamilton Blackwood, 
Earl Daflorin, Baron Dufleriu and Clanoboy 
(fifth Baron), Chancellor ol the County of 
LnncBBter, aud Lord Lieutinant of theOoonty 
Down. He was born in Jane, 1826, the 
only son of the lale Baron by Selina, daugh- 
ter of the late Thomas Sheridan, Esq., and 
was eduaated at Ktoo and ChiiS'. Cburcb, 
Oxford. He succeeded to the barony io 1841. 
For somo years be was a Lord in Waitiog to 
hor J#«jeity. It 1846-9 he went to Ireland, 
and published an acoontt of the famine in 
that country. Io 1856 he made a voyage in 
tae yacLt Foam to Iceland, Jan Mayen and 
Spiizbergen, an ncooout ol whioh was pub- 
lished io 1859. In tbe following 
year be was sent by Lord Palmerston lo Syria 
as Commissioner to inquire into circamstan- 
c»-s attending the mutsioru in Dames^us. In 
this position he aotad with firmness and dis 
oretion, and on his return wbb made a Com- 
mander of the Butb. He was Under Secre- 
ttry lor ladia in 1804-6, aDd Under Secre- 
tary for War io 1866. In 1867 he was Pre- 
sident of t be Social Science Coegres* 
at , Belfast. Co is Honorary Colonel of 
tbe North Down Militia. Io 1862 ha mar- 
ried Harriot, eldeat daughter of tba late 
Archibald Eowaa HamilioD, and has issue 
two sons and a daugbtar. Th^ Baronetcy 
dates hack to 1763. the barony ii 1800; tbe 
Eatldom is a recett cre.tion.

Eastern States. 

WAsnmoTON, April 26— The Postal Appro- 
priation Bill was reported by Windon from tbe 
Senate Committee on Appropriations, nnd con- 
tains provisions which have been before iho 
House for doubling the China mail service and 
subsidy; but an amendment as proposed by tbo 
Committee on Post Offices end Post Koads, is 
put into the bill, with other importaut changes 
which were discovered only lo-day since tbe 
bill was printed. Il consists in substituting 
for the words 'San Francisco' the words 'some 
port of tbe United Slates on tho Pacific coast'; 
so that as reported by tho Senate Appropriate 
Committer, the bill appropriates u million 
dollars for a steamship service between some 
port of tho United Slates on the Pacific coast 
and Japan and China, aud directs the Post- 
muster General to contract for a terra ol ten 
years for carrying a semi-monthly mail on tbe 
said route, at n compensation not to exceed 
the rate per voyage now paidfor a monthly 
service. The same conditions are prescribed by 
existing acts of Congress in retolence thereto, 
andcontracta made in pursuance thereofare un- 
derstood to constitute provisions as to a line 
of steamers to be used after they are accepted 
in the said service, with the right of the govj 
ornment to use them in time ol war, on the 
same terms that havo already been published. 
California representatives assert that the effect 
of the new amendment Is to leave the selection 
of the American port optional with the P.M. 
General, and also to allow him to contract 
with some steamship company other than the 
Pacific Mail Company, running steamers per- 
haps to tin terminus ot tbe North Pacific R R 
on Puget Sound. California reprasentali ves 
also assert ihal these propositions are in tbe 
inlerests of the Northern Pacific R R Co., ns 
n^aiast those of the San Francisco and ot the 
Pacific Mail line, and they will therefore be 
opposed by tbem in the House with the ut» 
most determination.
